THE COTTON SITUATION. 


-o- 


JL--------- 


The government cotton report for November indicates 
that the manufacturing end of the industry in the United i 
States is somewhat better than a year ago. The figures show 
an increase of 2.500,000 In the number of active spindles and 
an increase of nearly 200,000 bales consumed in November 
over the November a year ago, or about 40 percent* The in­ 
crease for the four months of the present cotton year is 300,- 
000 bales above the corresponding period of 1920. 
Exports 
for the month were slightly below November, 1920, but the 
four months period showed an increase of 800.000 bales over 
the same period of 1920. At this rate domestic consumption 
for the year will be around 6,000,000 bales and the exports 
about 6,500,000. This will mean that all of the present crop 
will be utilized together with a large part of the surplus et 
the 1920 crop. As the cotton year begins August I. and as 
very little is actually moved until a month later, it will be 
seen that the holdover will amount to very little. If the law 
of supply and demand holds good, the price should show 
a substantial improvement.

One week of manual and one of agricultural labor each 
year are to be included in the school work of the boys and 
girls of Bulgaria hereafter.

It is excellent for children of all class to become ac­ 
quainted with the life and labor of others. It is one thing to 
gain that acquaintance through theory, it is another to get 
it by practice. It is good for children to work with their 
bands at the plain taks of life and for them to have personal 
familiarity with the common lines of labor upon which the 
life of the country depends, housework and farm work in­ 
cluded.

This is the cheering assurance 
of Robert Cox of the Metropolitan Life Insurance company. 
According to the records compiled by the company, there 
were 153,000 fewer deaths in 1921 than in 1920, in the Uni­ 
ted States and Canada. The statistics covered 27,000,000 lives 
and reflect fairly well the general improvement in health 
conditions. Mr. Cox sees in them indications of “the dawn of 
a material lengthening of the span of human life in the two 
countries.” 
Here is definite evidence that the continuous campaigns 
for public and private health are bearing good results.

German Colors Were 
Symbol of Internal 
War, Hindenburg

shal von Hindenburg said in a re­ 
cent 
interview 
that the new Ger­ 
man 
colors, 
black. 
red 
and 
gold 
ought never to have been adopted, 
as to him they symbolize tin1 fra- • 
tricidal 
warfare 
in 
1866 
between! 
Prussian and other German states. I 
A historian iii the Vorwraerts de- : 
fends the colors of the republican 
flag on the ground that they date 
back to medieval times. The emper­ 
or Ludwig of Barvaria, it appears, 
made 
black, 
red 
and 
gold 
the 
colors of his army as far back as 
1336. 
In 1815, when the first German 
; students’ 
societies 
were 
founded, 
1 black, red and gold were adopted 
as the banner of liberty and pro­ 
gress. Reactionary authorities later 
forbade 
the 
colors, 
but 
in 
1848 
they were again adopted as symbol­ 
izing Gentian unity. Again they came 
nuder the official ban, for Bismark 
disliked black, red and gold, and 
despite strenuous efforts in 
many 
quarters to retain them, they were 
rejected in 1871 as the new Ger­ 
man empire's colors. Black, white 
and red became instead the official 
German flag. 
The writer cites poetry by Heine 
and Freiligrath at the time of tho 
democratic awakening in Germany 
some 70 
or 80 
years 
ago, 
when 
black 
represented 
as 
symbolising 
the death of tyranny; 
red 
meant 
blood and gold stood for the sacred 
flame of freedom.
